Mrs. Lena Fake Lives in Home 
of Mrs. Sheldon, Who Prose- 
cutes Her. : 


STRIFE LASTS 3 YEARS 


Mother Neutral ‘in’ Women’s 
Quarrel Over $6000 of 
Father’s Estate. 


Bitter enmity has seasoned the daily 
bread which, for three years, Mrs. Jen- 
nie Sheldon and Mrs. Lena Fake, sisters, 
have eaten together in the presence of 
their mother, Mrs. Sarah J. Hammons, 
in the Sheldon home at 3981 Russell ave- 
nue. ’ 

How the sisters, at war over their 
father’s estate, have.lived under the 
same roof and taken their meals to- 
gether, even after their conflicts have 


taken them into court, was revealed by” 


Thursday’s hearing in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, There Judge Fal- 
kenhainer affirmed a $10 police court 
fine imposed on Mrs. Fake for slapping 
her sister. 

A charge of slapping her brother-in- 
law, Frank E. Sheldon, a director of 
the Boatmen’s Bank, on which Ars. 
Fake was also fined $10, is due to come 
up on appeal Dec. 18. 

Mother as an Arbiter. 

After hearing the fine affirmed, 
Mrs, Fake returned to the Sheldon 
house, declaring that she would file 
a damage suit against her sister. The 
two women were-4a._the same. room 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter called, 
and their mother, who is preserving 
neutrality, was talking amiably with 
them in turn, 

Mrs. Hammons said the household 
discord: had not been allowed to in- 
terrupt\the regular arrangements for 
meals, Since Mrs. Fake divorced her 
husbaad in California three years ago 
and came to St, Louis to live she and 
her sister have been at enmity, but 
there has been.a tacit agreement that 
this feeling should not keep the 
mother from having the company of 
both daughters. So Mrs. Fake has 
remained in the house, without the 
suggestion or, apparently, the 
thought that she should, go else- 
where. 

The sisters’ dispute has been over $6000 
of the Hammons estat®@, which Mrs. 
Fake said that she, instead of her sis- 
ter, should have had. The father died 
nearly 20 years ago. 

Ordered From Own Home. 

In her testimony in court, Mrs. Shel- 
don said that Mrs. Fake slapped her and 
her husband, and threw  bric-a-brac 
around the house. Sheldon said in get- 


‘ting a summons that Mrs. Fake com- 


manded him to lea¥e his house, and not 
to return. 

Mrs. Hammons refused to testify in 
the case. She said she loved both daugh- 
ters, ahd .that it was not for ‘her to 
judge whiely was in the wrong.

Little Ted Walker Inherits Two- 
Thirds of Mother's Large 
Estate. 


SHE WAS LILY LAMBERT 


Property, Held in Trust, ,Will Be 
Added to Big Legacy From 
Father. 


By the will of Mrs. Lily Lambert 
Clopton, filed in the Probate Court Fri- 
day, her son, Ted Walker, now 6 years 
old, will become one of the richest 
young men in St. Louis on his twenty- 


fifth birthday. Mrs. Clopton, who in- 
herited@ one-sixth of the ‘estate of the 
late Jordan W. Lambert, -her ‘father, 
left two-thirds of her own estate to her 
son, to be held in trust for him until he 
becomes 25 years of age. 

Wooster Lambert, a brother of Mrs.” 
Clopton, received his share (of $800,000 
due him from the estate of his father 
last year when he became 21 years old. 
Mrs...Clopton’s share of the estate; 
which she received some years ago, is 
said to have been almost equal. in 
amount to that received by Wooster. 

In addition to two-thirds of the es- 
tate of his mother, Ted Walker inher- 
ited the bulk of the estate of his father, 
the late James J. Walker, son of D. D. 
Walker, a wealthy wholesale. dry goods- 
man. The two estates, by the time he 
comes into actual possession of them, 
will make him very rich. 

One-Third to Husband. 

Mrs. Clopton died a few days ago 
from blood poisoning resulting from an 
ulcerated tooth. After the death of her 
first husband, James (‘‘Ted’’)’) Walker, 
on their farm in Pike County several 
years ago, she married Dr. Malvern B. 
Clopton, son of W. H. Clopton, former 
United States District Attorney at * 
Louis. 

The Pike County farm, six miles froin 
Clarksville, also is left to her son, She 
willed him a dilamend necklace and sev- 
eral gold bracelets set with diamonds; 
and-sapphires, and several: rings,~* 

One-third of the entire estate Mrs. 
Clopton willed absolutely to her . hus-, 
band, Dr, Clopton. G. H. Walker and 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co. were ap- 
pointed trustees of the estate.. They 
were authorized to collect rents and in- 
come from the estate, and to educate 
and maintain Ted Walker’ until he is 
% years ol 
come from the estate is to bé invested 
over to him with the balance of his in- 
héritance 19 years from now. 

Her Estate in Trust. 

Mrs. Clopton’s will, written in Febru- 
ary, 1910, recites the fact that her own 
estate is held in trust. Under the pro- 
vision of the will of Mrs. Lily Lambert, 
mother of Mrs. Clopton, her estate was 
to be held in trust for her children for 
30 years after her death, which occurred 
in 1889. Under the provision of the will 
no part of the real or personal estate 
can be sold until 1919, but the excess in- 
come was to,go to each child upon. be- 
coming of age. A receipt filed June 6, 
1910, showed that Wooster Lambert re- 
ceived, upon becoming 21 years old, $389,- 
138.72 in cash, his share of the excess in- 
come, as part of his $800,000 share of the 
estate.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
Taft today directed the Warden of the 
Atlanta ‘Penitentiary to transfer Charles 
W. Morse, the New York banker, to the 


United -States Army Hospital at Fort 
MePherson, near Atlanta, where he will 
remain under Federal authority and will 
be given medical treatment. The trans- 
fer of Morse is to be made because of 
his poor health.

DEFENSE LOSES POINTS 
Miss Kellar Again Swears Hyde 


Wanted to Become Swope 
Executor. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. .. 


KANSAS CITY MO., Nov. %4—Over 
the constant objections of the defense, 
the State this morning led Pear) Kellar, 


its leading witness, through a recital. 


of the events in the Swope house up to 
the morning of Col. Swope’s death, and 
under the rulings of the Court succeeded 
in getting most of her story before the 
ury. 

She was permitted to tell of the seiz- 
ure and death of Moss Hunton, of the 
arrival of Dr. Hyde and of the f that 
the defendant had pronounced the at- 
tack apoplexy, and that bleeding was 
resorted to. At that point, however, 
the Court cut the story short, and 
nothing about the amount of blood 
taken was allowed to go to he jury. 

The defense tried vainly to exclude the 
testimony of the witness relating to 
the ecOfnversa.jun she had witu wr. 
Hyde after Hunton’s death. Lucas de- 
clared the Supreme Court had barred it. 
Conkling challenged Lucas on that 
point and Lucas accepted the challenge. 
Reed objected to Lucas’ acceptance of 
the challenge and the Court objected to 
Reed’s objection to Lucas’ acceptance. 

“Tt won’t do, gentlemen,” the Court 
deciared with a thump on his desk. 
“There will be no challenges and no 
acceptances. Proceed.”’ 

Hyde Wanted to Be Mixecutor. 

Miss Kellar told of the deféndant’s 
tequest that she use her influence with 
Col. Swope to have him (Hyde) ap- 
pointed an executor in Mr. Hunton’s 
place, and after a long argument she 
was permitted to tell about the Hyde 
smile on this occasion. 

‘The examination of Miss Kellar by 
Reed developed that the State was pre- 
paring to contest much more closely 
tnan at the former trial the theory of 
the defense that Col. Swope died from 
uraemia, or that his condition on the 
days previous to his death indicated 
that he was failing. 

Reeao .ad @ long list of questions cov- 
ering these points. Had Col. Swope ha 
headaches? Did: he show drowsiness? 
Was there loss of visidn? Did he have 
arerial tensions? Did he have a uraemic 
breath? All of these qeustions were ob- 
jected ‘to by Attorney Frank Walsh on 


‘the ground the witness had not quali- 


fied as an expert and on the ground 
that they were leading- and suggestive. 
Most of the questions got through, in 
some form, but only after arguments 
and delays that sorely tried Reed’s 
temper. At last the Special Prosecutor 
could stand it mo longer, ‘“ 

“My patience is nearly exhausted,” he 
exclaimed, throwing down a*paper he 
had in his hand. , 

“Oh, I am so sorry,”’ said Walsh with 
such condolence in his voice that a tit- 
ter ran around the room. 


No Medicine Taken Oct, 1. 

Reed got a positive declaration from 
the witness that nd medicine of any 
kind was taken by Col. Swope on Oct. 
il, except possibly a laxative. Reed 
questioned her closely about the admin- 
istration of iron, quinine and strych- 
nine tonic which the defense asserts 
was responsible for the presence of 
strychnine found in the viscera. Reed 
insisted upon calling this compound 
‘iron, bark and strychnine, and every 
time he did, Walsh insisted that it be 
corrected in the records. It is expected 
to be shown;that the bark compound 
contains only about half the amount 
of strychnine that is in the other. 

On Oct. 3, the witness. said, Col. 
Swope’s condition was as good as usual. 
That was the day after Hunton’s death. 

The witness told him of that event 
and was permitted to describe its -ef- 
fect on Col. Swope, but what he said 
was ruled out. Reed tried hard to get 
his words ih evidence, but the best he 
coulda do was to have it admitted that

To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch, 
I boarded a Hodiamont car coming east at a, 
st Satu about a q ter ofifive, gave the 
street last. rday, uar fi! — trans. 
fer on the Natural Bridge road or Spring avenue 
line. The conductor’ accepted the fare.which I gave 
him, and issued two' transfers, giving them to.me.: ¥ 
put them in ntry pocket without noticing, as I usually 
do, as-very seldom I look at a transfer to see whether 
or not the conductor has punched them for the right 
line. This, of course, is my fault, but I believe there 
are a great many others like me in this respect, that 
is, they do not examine the transfers when they are 
received to see whether or not they are all O K. 
When I reached Broadway I boarded a Spring ave- 
nue line car, which is now called Natural Bridge road 
line, and the conductor refused to accept the two 
transfers, claiming that the Hodiamont line does not 
transfer to the Spring or Natural Bridge road line; 
then [I examined the transfers carefully and find 
there is no place on the transfers qhowing that they: 

do transfer on the Natural Bridge road. 

I cannot understand why they do not transfer to 
the Spring avenue line, inasmuch as they tratsfer 
to the Cass or Lee avenue lines, which two lines 
going north run pretty nearly the same as the Spring 
or Natural Bridge road line does. 

It seems to me that the city should compel them 
to issue kh transfer to any line which they may eross, 
regardiess of what direction the lines are running. 
Furthermore, it seems that the city should require 
the United Railways Co. to issue two (2) transfers: 
they could. easily‘ number the transfers \No, 1 and 
No. 2, each canductor to Carty a set of. each; the No; 
i transfer should be issued when the party pays fare 
in money and when the No. | transfer is used by 
said patron, if sald patron should elect, the company 
should issue a second transfer upon taking up the 
tranefer marked No. 1.

In acocrdance with 
the belief, he has adopted a system new 
in St. Louis, of visiting once a month 
those men and women he has sent to 
the workhouse from uis court. If he 
is convinced that their sentence is too 
heavy or that they have been sufficient- 
ly punished and are in such frame of 
mind that clemency would make better 
men and women of them, he asks for 
their parole. 

Judge Kimmel was at the workhouse 
Thursday afternoon when three men 
were released from it through his ef- 
forts. There was Charles Biederman, 
whom Judge Kimmel had fined $156 for 
threatening his divorced wife and a 
policeman with a revolver Sept. 25.’ The 
wife, now known as Kate Girard, has a 
restaurant at 1515 North Sarah street, 
and the quarrel between her and her 
former husband occurred there about 
money. 

“But,” he told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. my inquiries at the workhouse 
‘showed an unusual state of affairs. 
Biederman is a steamfitter, exception- 
ally handy with~tools; and Supt. White 
told me that he was one of the most 
obliging prisoners there. He was will- 
ing to get up at any hour of the night 
and tinker with the lights, and he was 
always good-humored and ready to 
work. He was one of the best prisoners 
in the workhouse.
